last Fy zoll of the month, irrespective of whether they were actually working at the end of the

(3) Workers in rural industry, females in private domestic service, members of the full time 
defence forces at home or abroad, and National Service Trainees in camp are excluded. 


ee 4) Further investigation may show the need for some revision in the monthly aggregates. 
It is not anticipated, however, that any such revision will affect the trends shown by the figures in Table 
2. Some revision will be necessary in the totals and trends in employment for individual industries 


(particularly manufacturing) in Table 3. Estimates of employment by various classes of factory 
are in process of revision. 


(5) Owing to the incidence of call-ups for short periods of National Service Training since 
August, 1951, and to other variations in numbers of Personnel in the Services, some aspects of the 
changes in numbers of total civilian employees should be considered in conjunction with changes in 
numbers of ‘defence personnel who are omitted from the figures in Tables 2 and 3, viz., (i) 


members of the full-time defence forces, and (ii) National Service Trainees in camp. Particulars 
of (i) are not available for New South Wales, but the number of National Service Trainees in 
camp in New South Wales at the end of each month since August, 1951, was as follows:—
